SAN DIEGO (AP) — A Trump 
administration regulation 
set to go into effect Friday 
bars transgender people 
from the military unless 
they "correct those defi¬ 
ciencies," a description the 
American Medical Associ¬ 
ation said Thursday is unfair 
and defies science. 

The AMA told The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Thursday 
the policy and its wording 
mischaracterizes transgen¬ 
der people as having a 
"deficiency." It said it also 
objects to the Defense De¬ 
partment classifying the 
need to transition to anoth¬ 
er gender among "admin¬ 
istratively disqualifying con¬ 
ditions" that include those 
the Pentagon has labeled 
as "congenital or develop¬ 


mental defects." 

The new regulation strips 
transgendertroopsof rig hts 
they only recently secured 
underthe Obama adminis¬ 
tration to serve openly and 
receive care if they choose 
to transition to another 
gender. 

The Defense Department 
said its use of the words 
"deficiencies" is military lin¬ 
go for when an individual 
fails to meet standards to 
maintain a lethal force. It 
is not a reference to gen¬ 
der dysphoria, a condition 
of extreme distress from 
not identifying with one's 
biological gender, Lt. Col. 
Carla Gleason said. 

The department says tra ns- 
genderpeople can serve if 
they remain in theirbiologi¬ 
cal sex.

"The only thing deficient is 
any medical science be¬ 
hind this decision," Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association 
President Dr. Barbara L 
McAneny said. 

Decorated Army helicop¬ 
ter pilot Lindsey Muller was 
a plaintiff in one offourlaw- 
suits that tried to block the 
policy from taking effect. 
But the final legal injunction 
was lifted in March, though 
new legal challenges are 
expected. 

Muller said she and other 
transgendertnoopsfeel de¬ 
moralized. 

"Under our ethical stan¬ 
dards, we can't say any¬ 
thing derogatory against 
the administration, while 
we are being presented in 
a disparaging and deroga¬ 
tory light," said Muller, 37, 
who isbased in FortCarson, 
Colorado. 

Troops like Muller, who be¬ 
gan openly identifying asa 
woman in 2016, are worried 
they will be discharged. 
The administration says it 


will not boot current service 
members who transitioned 
before the Pentagon is¬ 
sued its directive, though 
the government has also 
said it retains the right to 
eliminate that protection. 
Muller said the policy will 
cost the armed forces far 
more in terms of losing ex¬ 
perienced personnel like 
herself and training re¬ 
placements than any costs 
associated with specialized 


health care for trans ser- 
vicemembers. She plans to 
retire from the military next 
yea rafter serving 20 yea is. 
Under the new policy, a 
service member can be 
discharged based on a di¬ 
agnosis of gender dyspho¬ 
ria if he or she is "unable or 
unwilling to adhere to all 
applicable standards, in¬ 
cluding the standards as¬ 
sociated with his or her bio¬ 
logical sex, or seeks transi¬ 


tion to anothergender." 

It said the discharge should 
come after an individual 
"has been formally coun¬ 
seled on his or her failure to 
adhere to such standards 
and hasbeen given an op¬ 
portunity to correct those 
defic iencies." 

The policy calls for troops 
diagnosed with gender 
dysphoria to be medically 
evaluated before discharg¬ 
ing them to see if they 
qualify as having a disabil¬ 
ity. Otherwise gender dys¬ 
phoria can be considered 
a "condition that interferes 
with military service" like 
sleep walking, bed wetting, 
motion sickness, and per¬ 
sonality disorders. 

'They can dress it up in 
whateverwordsthey want, 
but when you carefully look 
at this it's total disrespect 
for these human beings 
by saying a core piece of 
them is not acceptable," 
formeracting U.S. Army Sur¬ 
geon General Gale Pollock 
said. 

Pollock signed a statement 
with three former U.S. sur¬ 


geons general and two 
former military surgeons 
general, saying they are 
'troubled by the Defense 
Department's character¬ 
ization of the need to un¬ 
dergo gender transition as 
a 'deficiency,' and by the 
addition of genderdyspho- 
ria to official lists of 'con¬ 
genital or developmental 
defects' that include bed¬ 
wetting and 'disturbances 
of perception, thinking, 
emotional control, or be¬ 
havior.'" 

An estimated 14,700 troops 
identify astransgender. 
Military chiefs testified be¬ 
fore Congresslastyearthat 
they found no problems 
with transgender troops on 
morale or unit cohesion. 
Many have received med¬ 
als since the armed forces 
welcomed them in 2016. 
Transgendertroopssay the 
regulation mirrorsthe "don't 
ask, don't tell" policy that 
prohibited gay men and 
women from serving open¬ 
ly in the armed forces be¬ 
fore Congress repea led it in 
20100 


Susan Rice says she wont challenge GOP Sen. Collins in 2020 


NBA/YORK (AP) — Susan President Barack Obama, 
Rice, who served as nation- won't be challenging Re¬ 
al security adviser under publican Sen. Susan Collins 
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of Maine in 2020. 

Rice told former Obama 
administration official Alys- 


sa Mastromonaco at the 
10th annual Women in the 
World Summit on Thursday 
in New York that she loves 
Maine and that her family 
has deep roots in the state. 
But she said she decided 
with herfamily 'thatthe tim¬ 
ing really isn't right for us" 
Rice tantalized Democrats 
in October when she ex¬ 
pressed interest in Collins' 
seat during the conten¬ 
tious confirmation hearing 


for Supreme Court Justice 
Brett Kavanaugh. She said 
Collins supporting Kavana¬ 


ugh 'felt like betrayal." 

Rice said during the event 
on Thursday that her 
daughter is going into her 
junior year of high school 
and moving to Maine to 
run a campaign isn't the 
best move for her family. 
Rice and herfamily current¬ 
ly reside in Washington D.C. 
"I really believe that the 
state of Maine deservesthe 
best possible leadership in 
the Senate," she said. "In 


the course of weighing it 
all, I've decided that with 
my family that the timing 
really isn't right for us" 
However, Rice did not rule 
out a run in the future "in 
Maine or beyond," she 
added. 

Her announcement could 
free other Democrats to 
enterthe race. 

So far, no high-profile Dem¬ 
ocrat has announced a 
challenge to Collins next 
yea r. But the ra c e is still ea r- 
ly, and Collins herself hasn't 
formally announced she'll 
seek re-election. 

Collins'office had no imme¬ 
diate comment Thursday. 
Collins is a self-described 
centrist in an era of increas¬ 
ingly polarized politics First 
elected to the Senate in 
1996, she's now the last Re¬ 
publican member of Con¬ 
gress from New England. 
Rice's maternal grand¬ 
parents emigrated from 
Jamaica to Maine in the 
1910s Her grandfather, 
David Augustus Dickson, 
worked asa shipper, porter 
and janitor. Rice's grand¬ 
mother, Mary Dickson, a 
maid and seamstress, was 
named Maine State Moth¬ 
er of the Year in 1950.Q

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Police again step in asTexas lawmaker hate abortion bill

AUSTIN, Texas (AP) — A 

Texas sheriff's department 
said Thursday it had "secu¬ 
rity concerns" over social 
media posts targeting a 
Republican lawmaker, who 
has come under fire by 
some conservative activ¬ 
ists after bio eking a bill that 
could lead to a woman be¬ 
ing charged with homicide 
if she hasan abortion. 

It marks the second time 
this month that Texas law 
enforcement has taken 
protective measures involv¬ 
ing Republican lawmakers, 
who in both cases have 
been blamed by frustrated 
groups for torpedoing di¬ 
visive measures, first over 
gunsand now abortion. 

Last week, House Speaker 
Dennis Bonnen said a gun- 
rig htsadvocate went to his 
family residence over dis¬ 
pleasure that lawmakeis 
weren't seriously consider¬ 
ing efforts to legalize car¬ 
rying a handgun without a 


permit. State troopers met 
the man at the home of 
Bonnen, who said lawmak¬ 
ers and their families were 
being "incessantly harassed 
by fanatical gun rights ac¬ 
tivists" 

The latest episode involves 
Republican state Rep. Jeff 
Leach, who earlier this 
week refused to advance 
the anti-abortion bill in his 
committee. He said Thurs¬ 
day that local authorities 
were monitoring his house 
near Dallas but declined 
further comment, referring 
questions to authorities. 

"We have notified Repre¬ 
sentative Jeff Leach that 
we are currently looking 
into some securityconcems 
related to him and are tak¬ 
ing appropriate measures," 
Sgt. Nick Bristow of the Col¬ 
lin County sheriff's office 
said in a statement. 

He would not elaborate 
about what measures sher¬ 
iff's deputies have taken or 
provide details about the 
nature of the posts. 


Leach, who chairs the 
House committee that held 
a public hearing on the 
measure, known as House 
Bill 896, said in a statement 
posted on Twitter that the 


bill would not advance. 
Prominent anti-abortion 
groups in Texas have also 
come outagainstthe mea¬ 
sure, including the TexasAI- 
liance for Life, which noted 


that no states prosecuted 
women before the land¬ 
mark Roe v. Wade decision 
that legalized abortion na¬ 
tionwide. "My commitment 
to advancing the pro-life 
cause isstrongerthan ever 
and that's why I cannot in 
good conscience support 
House Bill 896," Leach said. 
Leach is a former mem¬ 
ber of the Texas House 
Freedom Caucus that has 
pushed contentious bills 
oversocial issues, gun rights 
and anti-vaccination mea¬ 
sures But he left the cau¬ 
cus this year, which came 
only months after narrowly 
winning re-election victory 
in suburban Dallas, where 
Democrats in 2018 made 
inroads in historically con¬ 
servative districts. 

The anti-abortion bill spon¬ 
sored by Republican Rep. 
Tony Tinderholt would di¬ 
rect the state to enforce 
the measure regardless of 
any contrary federal law, 
executive order or court 
decision.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Six 

months after hurricanes 
devastated the Southeast, 
Washington infighting has 
shelved a widely backed 
disaster aid package that 
President Donald Trump's 
allies in Florida and Geor¬ 
gia are desperately seek¬ 
ing. 

Trump'sopposition to aid to 
Puerto Rico — slammed by 
back-to-back hurricanes 
in 2017 — has sparked a 
standoff with Democrats 
demanding more aid for 
the island U.S. territory. 
Trump is feuding with the is¬ 
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land's Democratic officials 
and railed against aid to 
Puerto Rico at a closed- 
door lunch with Senate Re¬ 
publicans last month. 
Senate Republicans have 
stuck with the president so 
far, refusing to add more 
funding to help Puerto 
Rico rebuild its water sys¬ 
tems or help its impover¬ 
ished government with 
more generousdisasteraid 
terms Democrats in turn 
filibustered a $14 billion aid 
package overthe issue last 
week, and the measure 
haslanguished since. 
'Typically, when these kinds 
of things happen we figure 
out how to help as much 
as possible and do it on 
an overwhelming biparti¬ 
san basis and that's what 
needs to be done now," 
Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
told reporters on "Thursday. 
"Ithinkwe'llgetthere but it's 
been a little too political in 
my opinion." 

Now, both House and Sen¬ 
ate are heading off for a 
two-week Easter recess, 
leaving struggling cot¬ 
ton farmers in the South in 
limbo at a crucial time for 
spring planting and failing 
to ease food stamp cuts in 
Puerto Rico. 

"It's an absolute travesty 
that this chamber is recess¬ 
ing without a compromise 
on much-needed funding 
for disaster relief," said Sen¬ 
ate Minority Leader Chuck 
Schumer, D-N.Y. "From the 
start, Democrats have sup¬ 
ported an all-of-the-above 
approach, help every part 
of America that's struggling 
from natural disasters. We 
need to help everyone hurt 
last year, everyone hurt this 


year, everyone hurt in Puer¬ 
to Rico, everyone hurt in 
the middle West, everyone 
hurt in Florida." 

"The cross-party fingerpoint¬ 
ing has been predictable, 
but Republicans are also 
upset with the White House. 
"Never before have we 
seen American communi- 
tiesthatwere wrecked with 
catastrophes neglected 
like this," said Rep. Aus¬ 
tin Scott, R-Ga., usually a 
Trump loyalist, in a floor 
speech this week. 'To this 
day, OMB has not even 
submitted a request for 
disaster assistance, calls 
to White House staff have 
gone unheeded, and but 
for one tweet on April 1, it 
seems the president has 
moved on." 

Frustration is also bubbling 
in the Senate, where Trump 
allies such as David Per¬ 
due of Georgia and Rick 
Scott of Florida — a state 
that's crucial to Trump's re- 
election — are pressuring 
the president to deal. Scott 
visited with Trump Thursday 
at the White House, along 
with Senate Appropria¬ 
tions Committee Chairman 
Richard Shelby, R-Ala. 
'We're going to discuss 
where we are and where 
we think we might be able 
to go," Shelby said, telling 
reporters he was hoping 
to be able to make Demo¬ 
crats another offer after¬ 
ward. Scott said he had a 
"good meeting" and said 
he would keep pushing for 
a deal. 

"I'm working with Repub¬ 
licans and Democrats to 
get this done," he said. 
'The people of Florida and 
Puerto Rico can't wait any 
longer.'O 
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Hump's sister retires, negating 
judicial ethics complaints

NEWYORK(AP)— President 
Donald Trump's sister has 
retired as a federal appel¬ 
late judge in Philadelphia, 
ending a civil misconduct 
inquiry launched aftera re¬ 
port that she participated 
in Trump family sc hemes to 
dodge taxes. 

Ihe retirement of Maryanne 
Trump Barry was revealed 
in an April 1 ordersigned by 
a top court official in New 
York, where the miscon¬ 
duct case was assigned to 
prevent conflicts of interest 
forjudgeswho knew Barry. 
A judicial panel began the 
review in response to four 
citizen complaints filed in 
October after Ihe New 
York limes published a story 
alleging the president and 
his siblings evaded inheri¬ 
tance taxes. 

The April 1 ordersaid Barry's 
voluntary Feb. 11 retirement 
ends the review stemming 
from claims based on the 
news article alleging that 
Barry may have committed 
misconduct relating to tax 
and financial transactions 
that occurred mostly in the 
1980s and 1990s. 

The order said the com¬ 
plaint process was meant 
to correct conditions inter¬ 
fering with the "effective 
and expeditious" adminis¬ 
tration of court business. It 
said the resignation meant 
that Barry can no longer 
perform any judicial duties 
and thus can no longer be 
investigated. 

Barry, 82, was not identified 
by name in the order, but 
the facts matched her cir¬ 
cumstances, and a copy of 
the order was sent to Scott 
Shuchart, an attorney who 
filed one of the complaints 
and had been promised by 
the court to be kept updat¬ 


ed on its progress. 

Shuchart said he was "ab¬ 
solutely disappointed" that 
Barry wasable to end scru¬ 
tiny of her actions by retir¬ 
ing. 

"If the limes story is correct, 
then she participated in a 
decades-long multimillion- 
dollartaxfraud. That should 
be an impeachable of¬ 
fense. She gets her full sal¬ 
ary," he said. 

"I think it's appalling that 
we're continuing to paythis 
criminal and that she now 
has completely avoided 
consequence," Shuchart 
added. "It'sridiculous." 

Barry didn't respond to an 
email seeking comment. 
Chief J udge D. Brooks Smith 
of the 3rd U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Philadelphia 
released a statement call¬ 
ing Barry a "judicial giant" 
whose 36 years as a judge 
in the Philadelphia federal 
courtswere "beyond exem- 
pla ry." 

'Judge Barry was a very 
hard working jurist with a 
sharp mind, keen instincts, 
and a quick wit. She was 
a role model for women 
in the law, and she took 
that responsibility seriously," 
Smith sa id. 

Judge Theodore McKee, 
another of Barry's 3rd Cir¬ 
cuit's colleagues, told The 
Associated Press that Barry 
was a meticulous judge 
who protected the court's 
reputation, and to the ex¬ 
tent the complaints "may 
have cast aspersions on 
that, I know she would have 
been very concerned." 

Ihe 15,000-word limes re¬ 
port last year said that 
Trump's father, Fred, trans¬ 
ferred ownership of most of 
his real estate empire to his 
four living children before 
he died in the late 1990s. 
Ihe limes investigation, 
based in parton more than 


100,000 pages of financial 
documents including confi¬ 
dential tax returns from the 
father and his companies, 
concluded that the value 
of the properties was vast¬ 
ly understated when they 
were reported as $41.4 mil¬ 
lion. It said the properties 
were later sold over the 
next decade for over 16 
timesthat amount. 

Ihe limes reported Trump's 
pa rents transferred over$l 
billion to their children. It 
sa id tha t the tra nsfe r sho u Id 
have produced a tax bill 
of at least $550 million, but 
that the children paid only 
about $52.2 million. 

Trump has called the limes 
expose a false "hit piece." 

If membersofthe family did 


break any laws, the expira¬ 
tion of a statute of limita¬ 
tions makes a criminal pros¬ 
ecution unlikely, though 
lawsuits might be possible. 
With a recently approved 
retroactive pay raise for 
federal appellate judges, 
Barry will receive $223,700 
a nnua lly in retirement. 


After her brother's election, 
Barry gave up her court 
staff and took inactive sta¬ 
tus in early 2017. 

A Republican, she was 
nominated fora judgeship 
by President Ronald Rea¬ 
gan and was elevated to 
the circuit court by Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton.□

OPELOUSAS* la. (AP) - The 

suspect in a string of fines 
that destroyed three black 
churches in rural Louisiana 
is the white son of a sher¬ 
iff's deputy whose father 
helped arrange for his ar¬ 
rest, authorities said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Holden Matthews, 21, was 
jailed without bail on arson 
charges in connection with 
the blazes in and around 
Opelousas, a city of 16,000 
where the flame-gutted 
remains of the buildings 
evoked memories of civil 
rightsera violence. 

Louisiana Fire Marshal 
Butch Browning offered no 
motive for the fires. He and 
otherofficialsstopped short 
of ca Ming them hate crimes. 
Eric Rommal, the agent in 
charge of the New Orleans 
FBI office, said investiga¬ 
tors were still looking into 
whetherthe fireswere "bias 
motivated." 

Browning said there were 
no indications that anyone 
else was involved and the 
danger to churches was 
over. 

'This community is safe 
again,"he told a newscon- 
ference. "We are extreme¬ 
ly, unequivocally confident 
that we have the person 
who is responsible forthese 
tragic crimes" 

The Rev. Harry Richard, 
pastor of Greater Union 
Baptist Church, which was 
destroyed, said the arrest 
put him atease and lethim 
sleep at night. 

"I felt relieved my congre¬ 
gation didn't have to worry 


anymore," said Richard, 
who was told of the arrest 
late Wednesday. "I was re¬ 
assured that law enforce¬ 
ment was on our side, that 
things were finally coming 
to an end." 

Investigators used surveil¬ 
lance video, cellphone 
tracking and a Walmart 
receipt to help identify 
Matthews, who was ar¬ 
rested late Wednesday. 
They moved quickly, ar¬ 
resting him within 12 hours 
because they were worried 
that "other crimes were im¬ 
minent," Browning said. 

The charred remains of a 
red gas can recovered at 
one of the churches was 
sold at Walmart locations, 
and the company's in¬ 
vestigators found that the 


same type of gascan was 
boughtMarch 25ata store 
in Opelousas, along with 
automotive cloths and a 
lig hter. 

The debit card used in 
that purchase belonged 
to Matthews, according to 
court documents 
'The purchase time on this 
receipt is less than three 
hours before the firstchurch 
fire was reported," an affi¬ 
davit said. 

In addition, cellphone 
tower data showed Mat¬ 
thews was in the area of 
all three fires. Surveillance 
video from businesses and 
homes near the churches, 
and on the roads to and 
from each fire scene, re¬ 
peatedly showed a ve¬ 
hicle that was consistent 
with the beige pickup that 
belonged to Matthews'fa¬ 
ther. Matthews apparently 
drove the truck to buy the 
gas can and other items, 
according to the court 
documents. 

St. Landry Parish Sheriff Bob¬ 
by Guidroz confirmed that 
the suspect was the son 
of deputy Roy Matthews, 
whom he described as an 
excellent employee who 
knew nothing of his son's 
actions 

The elder Matthews was 
heartbroken when told 
his son was a suspect, the 
sheriff said. 

"He broke down," Guidroz 
said. "It was hard." He said

the father arranged forthe 
son to leave the house and 
go to a place where he 
could be arrested without 
incident. He did not elabo¬ 
rate. 

The younger Matthews was 
arrested on three countsof 
arson of a religious building. 
A conviction could bring 
up to 15 years in prison on 
each count, Browning said. 
The fires set many people 
on edge in and around 
Opelousas, about 140 miles 
northwest of New Orleans 
An Associated Press re¬ 
porter was turned away 
from what was believed to 
be the home the suspect 
shared with his pa rents. 
Matthews had a defender 
in Nygyl Bryyn, a Facebook 
friend who identified him¬ 
self as a south Louisiana 
native, musician, entrepre¬ 
neur and agent. In a tele¬ 
phone interview from Los 
Angeles, Brynn described 
Matthews as a talented, 
sometimes frustrated musi¬ 
cian but not a racist orvio- 
lent person. 

"Asfar as being a white su¬ 
premacist? No. Absolutely 
not,"Brynn said. 

Bryyn said he met Mat¬ 
thews after moving out 
of state when Matthews, 
who played guitar and 
sang, answered an online 
ad while seeking a record 
deal. They worked togeth¬ 
er and met face to face 
overthe years. 


Matthews had long been 
upset with his parents for 
not supporting his musical 
efforts, Bryyn said. He also 
said Matthews had been 
discouraged in recent 
months as Bryyn urged him 
to improve the quality of his 
recordings. But Bryyn said 
he neversensed angerthat 
would lead to arson. 
Matthews had shown inter¬ 
est in "black metal," an ex¬ 
treme subgenre of heavy 
metal, Browning said. The 
music has been linked, in 
some instances, to fires at 
Christian churches in Nor¬ 
way in the 1990s. 

A Facebook page that ap¬ 
peared to belong to Mat¬ 
thews showed him with 
the words "black metal" 
spray painted on a wall 
behind him. He also posted 
a comment on a movie's 
portrayal of black metal 
musician Varg Vikemes, a 
far-right figure convicted of 
manslaughter and arson at 
three churches 
Black metal lyrics often es¬ 
pouse satanism and pa¬ 
ganism, and a few bands 
feature neo-Nazi beliefs. 
Bryyn acknowledged that 
some people involved in 
black metal music have 
expressed racist ideas, but 
he insisted it's not typical of 
the genre. 

"We've got friends of all 
races," he said. 'This is a 
very large community. De¬ 
spite the awful image, this is 
the most loving community 
you could imagine." 

The fires happened over 
a 10-day period. The first 
blaze torched the St. Mary 
Baptist Church on March 
26 in Port Bane, a town just 
outside of Opelousas.

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Reporttakes issue with error- 
prone Chicago gang database

CHICAGO (AP) - A poorly 
managed police database 
of 130,000 purported street- 
gang members in Chicago 
is rife with errors and offers 
no practical way for those 
wrongly entered into it to 
purge their names, the 
city's inspector general of¬ 
fice says in a sharply critical 
report released Thursday. 
Inclusion in the database 
can ruin job prospects and 
draw unwarranted police 
scrutiny overdecades, and 
the 159-page report urges 
the city to reevaluate its 
usefulness compared with 
the deep resentment it 
engenders in many lower- 
income, minority neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

If unaddressed, flaws in the 
gang-intelligence system 
"will continue to undermine 
public trust" in police, says 
the report, which calls for 
an appeals process that 
would enable those nev¬ 
er in a gang or who have 
since abandoned gang life 
to strike their na mes. As it is, 
the report says, "gang des¬ 
ignations are permanent 
and inescapable." 

The nation's third largest 
city has some 60 gangs 
and hundredsof gang fac¬ 
tions. Chicago police say 
mostofthe city's homicides 
have a gang link, though 
the report said that claim 
is sometimes overstated. 
More than 560 people were 
killed in Chicago last year, 
more than in Los Angeles 
and New Yorkcombined. 
Criteria for designating 
someone a gang member, 
the report says, can seem 
arbitra ry. 

In a federal lawsuit last 
year, plaintiff Donta Lucas 
said he was falsely named 
a Gangster Disciple based 
on ankle tattoo officers saw 
when they arrested him 
in 2012 fora bowling alley 
fight. The lawsuit, which 
sought class-action status, 
alleged some people are 
deemed gang members 
simply because they hap¬ 
pen to live on blocks with 
active gangs. 

Officers never informed 
Lucas that they believed 
he was a gang member 


orthatthey registered him 
as one. Four years later, he 
couldn't get a concealed- 
carry permit for a security 
job because he was in the 
database, the suit says. 

The Chicago report said 
police have no settime pe¬ 
riod after which someone's 
name is automatically de¬ 
leted. The database has 
no age limits either: One 
person wasfirst included at 
age 9and hasremained in 
it for nea riy 20 yea rs. 

The report also criticizes a 
lack of controls over how 
the data is used by more 
than 500 entities outside 
the Chicago Police De¬ 
partment. 

Notations on gang-arrest 
cards, often the basis for 
putting a name into the 
database, raise questions 
about biases, the report 
says. On the cards where 
officers enter occupations 
of suspects, some wrote 
"bum," "loser," "turd" and 
other demeaning terms. 

An overall problem is that 
the database isn't a stand¬ 
alone system but an often- 
haphazard collection of 
"internal databases, forms, 
visualization tools, and re¬ 
positories," according to 
the report. 

Among the report's 30 rec¬ 
ommendations is for the 
police to draw up written 
agreements with outside 
agencies with rules about 
how the database can be 
used. It also recommends 
a notification system to 
inform someone whose 
name isadded. 

Police agreed "with the 
vast majority" of the recom¬ 
mendations, Superinten¬ 
dent Eddie J ohnson said in 
a 28-page letter to the in- 
spectorgeneral'soffice last 
week after reviewing an 
advance copy of the re¬ 
port. The letter was includ¬ 
ed in the report released 
Thursday. 

Aspartof what he called a 
"process of historic reform 
and transformation," the 
department had already 
begun overhauling how 
police gatherand manage 
gang intelligence, includ¬ 
ing by establishing "clear 
standards" on determin¬ 


ing whether someone is a 
gang member. 

The report acknowledges 
the department's vow to 
improve the database, but 
says it wastoo quickto de¬ 
cide the database isessen- 
tial to police work before 
seeking comments from af¬ 
fected communities^

charged the WikiLeaks 
founder with conspiring 
with former Army intel¬ 
ligence analyst Chelsea 
Manning to get their hands 
on government secrets 
Police arrested Assange af¬ 
terthe South American na¬ 
tion revoked the political 
asylum that had protected 
him in the embassy, and he 
wasbrought before a British 
court — the first step in an 
extradition battle that he 
has vowed to fight. 
Ecuador's President Lenin 
Moreno said he decided 
to evict the 47-year-old As¬ 
sange from the embassy 
after "repeated violations 
to international conven¬ 
tions and daily-life proto¬ 
cols," and he later lashed 
out at him during a speech 
in Quito, calling the Austra¬ 
lian native a "spoiled brat" 
who treated his hosts with 
disrespect. 

In Washington, the U.S. J us- 
tice Department accused 
Assange of conspiring with 
Manning to break into 
a classified government 
computer at the Penta¬ 
gon. "The charge was an¬ 
nounced after Assange 
was taken into custody. 
Assange took refuge in the 
embassy in 2012 after he 
was released on bail in Brit¬ 
ain while facing extradition 
to Swedenonsexualassault 
a negations that have since 
been dropped. He refused 
to leave the embassy, fear¬ 
ing a rrest a nd extra d itio n to 
the U.S. for publishing classi¬ 


fied military and diplomatic 
cables through WikiLeaks. 
Manning, who served 
several years in prison for 
leaking troves of classi¬ 
fied documents before her 
sentence was commuted 
by then-President Barack 
Obama, isagain in custody 
in Alexandria, Virginia, for 
refusing to testify before 
a grand jury investigating 
WikiLeaks. Manning's legal 
team said the indictment 
against Assange showed 
prosecutorsdidn'tneed her 
testimony and called for 
her to be released, saying 
her continued detention 
would be "purely punitive." 
Over the years, Assange 
used Ecuador's embassy 
as a platform to keep his 
name before the public, 
frequently making appear¬ 
ances on its tiny balcony, 


posing for pictures and 
reading statements. Even 
his cat became famous. 

But his presence was an 
embarrassment to U.K. au¬ 
thorities, who foryearskept 
a police presence around 
the clock outside the em¬ 
bassy, costing taxpayers 
millions in police overtime. 
Such surveillance was re¬ 
moved in 2015, but the 
embassy remained a focal 
point for his activities. 

Video posted online by 
Ruptly, a news service of 
Russia Today, showed sev¬ 
eral men in suits pulling a 
handcuffed Assange out 
of the embassy and load¬ 
ing him into a police van 
while uniformed British po¬ 
lice formed a passageway. 
Assange, who shouted 
and gestured as he was 
removed, sported a full 


beard and slicked-back 
gray hair. 

He later appeared in West¬ 
minster Magistrates' Court, 
where District Judge Mi¬ 
chael Snow wasted no 
time in finding him guilty 
of breaching his bail con¬ 
ditions, flatly rejecting his 
assertion that he had not 
had a fair hearing and a 
reasonable excuse for not 
appearing. 

"Mr. Assange's behavior 
is that of a narcissist who 
cannot get beyond his 
own selfish interests," Snow 
said. "He hasn'tcome close 
to establishing 'reasonable 
excuse.'" 

Assange waved to the 
packed public gallery as 
he was taken to the cells 
His next appearance was 
set for May 2 via prison 
video-link in relation to the 


extradition case. 

Assange's attorney, Jen¬ 
nifer Robinson, said he will 
fight any extradition to the 
U.S. 

'This sets a dangerous 
precedent for all journalist 
and media organizations 
in Europe and around the 
world," she said. 'This prec¬ 
edent means thatany jour¬ 
nalist can be extradited for 
prosecution in the United 
States for having published 
truthful information about 
the United States." 

Asked at the White House 
about the arrest, Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump de¬ 
clared , "It's not my thing," 
and "I know nothing about 
WikiLeaks," despite praising 
the anti-secrecy organiza¬ 
tion dozens of times during 
his 2016 campaign. 
Assange has been under 
U.S. Justice Department 
scrutiny for years for WikiLe¬ 
aks' role in publishing gov¬ 
ernment secrets He wasan 
important figure in special 
counsel Robert Mueller's 
Russia probe as investiga¬ 
tors examined how WikiLe¬ 
aks obtained emails that 
were stolen from Hillary 
Clinton's presidential cam¬ 
paign and Democratic 
groups. 

WikiLeaks quickly drew at¬ 
tention to U.S. interest in 
Assange and said that Ec¬ 
uador had illegally termi¬ 
nated Assange's political 
asylum "in violation of inter¬ 
national law." 

"Powerful actors, includ¬ 
ing CIA, are engaged in a 
sophisticated effort to de¬

Ihe official campaign pe¬ 
riod that starts at midnight 
Thursday promises to be 
a fierce fight forthe large 
pool of undecided voters 
identified in election polls 
Support from those voters 
could be key to whether 
the Socialist government 
led by Prime Minister Pedro 
Sanchez continues on or 
the election ushers in a co¬ 
alition government made 
up of right-wing parties. 

The national election on 
April 28 will be Spa in's third 
in four years, a pace that 
reflects political fragmen¬ 
tation from the emergence 
of new parties. 

Polls indicate the upstart 


far-right party Vox could 
win around 10% of the 
vote, adding a fifth nation¬ 
al party of significant size to 
the Congress of Deputies, 
the lower chamber of the 
Spanish parliament. 

A government opinion poll 
published this week fore¬ 
cast that the Socialist Party 
would displace the conser¬ 
vative Popular Party asthe 
election's top vote-getter 
but fall short of winning 
enough foran outright par¬ 
liamentary majority. 

The government poll also 
found that that 41% of 
those polled were unsure 
how they would mark their 
ballots. The poll of 16,194 
potential votersconducted 
March 1-18 was much lang- 
erthan other polls in Spain.

In a major reversal, South 
Korea's Constitutional 
Court on "Thursday ordered 
the easing of the country's 
decades-old ban on most 
abortions, one of the strict¬ 
est in the developed world. 
Abortions have been large¬ 
ly illegal in South Korea 
since 1953, though con¬ 
victions for violating the 
restrictions are rare. Still, 
the illegality of abortions 
forces women to seek out 
unauthorized and often ex¬ 
pensive proceduresto end 
their pregnancies, creating 
a social stigma that makes 
them feel like criminals 
The court's nine-justice 
panel said that the parlia¬ 
ment must revise legislation 
to ease the current regula¬ 
tions by the end of 2020. It 
said the current abortion 
law was incompatible with 
the constitution and would 
be repealed if parliament 
fails to come up with new 
legislation by then. 

"The ruling is final and can¬ 
not be appealed, court 
officials said, but current 
regulations will remain in ef¬ 
fect until they are replaced 


orrepealed. 

An easing of the law could 
open up the door to more 
abortions for social and 
economic reasons. Current 
exceptions to the law only 
allow abortions when a 
woman ispregnantth rough 
rape or incest, when a 
pregnancy seriously jeop¬ 
ardizes her health, or when 
she orhermale partnerhas 


certain diseases 
A woman in South Korea 
can be punished with up to 
one year in prison for hav¬ 
ing an illegal abortion, and 
a doctorcan get up to two 
yea is in prison for perform¬ 
ing an unauthorized abor¬ 
tion. 

Thursday's verdict wasa re¬ 
sponse to an appeal filed in 
February 2017 by an obste¬ 


trician charged with carry¬ 
ing out about 70 unauthor¬ 
ized abortions from 2013- 
2017 at the request or ap- 
p ro va I of p reg na nt wo me n. 
Most other countries in the 
36-member Organization 
for Economic Cooperation 
and Development, the so- 
called most developed 
countries, allow abortions 
for broad social and eco¬ 


nomic reasons. South Ko¬ 
rea isone of only five OECD 
member states that don't 
allow such abortions, ac¬ 
cording to the Ministry of 
Gender Equality and Fam¬ 
ily. 

The South Korean public 
has been sharply split over 
the abortion law. There 
have been heated panel 
discussions on TV and in¬ 
ternet programs; activists, 
both for and against, have 
for months stood with plac¬ 
ards nearthe court. Dozens 
gathered on Thursday. 

After the ruling, women's 
rights activists cheered. 
Some shook their placards 
and shouted: "Abolish the 
anti-abortion law!" 

Rosea nn Rife, Amnesty In¬ 
ternational's East Asia re¬ 
search director, called the 
ruling "a majorstep forward 
for the human rights of 
women and girls in South 
Korea." 

Also outside the court were 
anti-abortion advocates, 
some of whom cried. Some 
held placards carrying im¬ 
ages of fetuses and mes¬ 
sages such as "Who can 
speak for me?" and "Don't 
kill me, please.'□ 


Russia moves to expand government control of internet

MOSCOW (AP) — Rus¬ 
sian lawmakers approved 
Thursday a bill that would 
expand government au¬ 
thority over the internet 
and whose opponents fear 
heralds widespread cen¬ 
sorship. 

The bill would install equip¬ 
ment to route Russian inter¬ 
net traffic through servers 
in the country. That would 
increase the powers of 
state agencies and make it 
harder for users to circum¬ 
vent government restric¬ 
tions 

The proposed move 


sparked protests of several 
thousand people in Mos¬ 
cow last month. Oppo¬ 
nents argue it would allow 
the state to control the flow 
of information and enforce 
blocks on messaging ap¬ 
plications which refuse to 
hand overdata. 
Advocates say the bill is 
intended to address con¬ 
cerns that Russia could be 
cut off if the United States 
engages in a cybersecurity 
offensive. The bill passed by 
322-15 in a second reading 
in the lower house of par¬ 
liament. The second read¬ 
ing is when amendments 


are finalized, and is usually 
the most important. The bill 
must pass a third reading 
and the upper house be¬ 
fore being signed into law 
by President Vladimir Putin. 
Since last year, Russian au¬ 
thorities have been trying 
to block the messaging 
app Telegram, which has 
refused to hand over users' 
encrypted messages in de¬ 
fiance of a court order. 
Telegram's traffic used mil¬ 
lions of different internet 
protocol addresses, mean¬ 
ing attempts to block it re¬ 
sembled a game ofwhack- 
a-mole. □

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

President Jair Bolsonaro's 
first 100 days in office have 
been marked by infighting 
in his administration, insults 
to adversaries and allies, 
praise for Brazil's 1964-1985 
dictatorship and a scarcity 
of bills passed by Congress 
— pretty much the same as 
his record as a congress¬ 
man and asa candidate. 
So far, the anti-corruption 
and pro-gun outsider who 
is frequently compared 
to U.S. President Donald 
Trump has scored only a 
few major victories to keep 
his far-right base excited. 
Bolsonaro's electoral tri¬ 
umph in October sent Bra¬ 
zil's left to its biggest defeat 
in almost two decades But 
for many, so far Bo Iso nano's 
administration is heavy on 
discourse and light on con¬ 
crete accomplishments. 
Bolsonaro has achieved 
some of his campaign 
promises: He signed a de¬ 
cree easing restrictions on 
gun ownership as an anti¬ 
crime move, privatized 
some state-run compa¬ 
nies, installed a Cabinet 
with eight members of the 
military — more than at 
any time since the restora¬ 
tion of democracy — and 
has built strong ties with 
Trump and Israeli President 
Benjamin Netanyahu while 
distancing Brazil from Ven¬ 
ezuela's socialist leader, 
NicolasMaduro. 

He has also begun moves 
to weaken environmental 
restrictions on develop¬ 
ment, as promised. 

Still, as he marks off his 
100th day in the presiden¬ 
cy Wednesday, he hasalso 
given critics a lot of mate¬ 
rial to work with, and cor¬ 
ruption suspicions against 
the president's family have 
emerged. 

Ihe former army cap¬ 
tain has been widely criti¬ 
cized for celebrating the 
March 31, 1964, coup that 
launched Brazil's military 
regime and for labeling 
Nazism as a leftist ideol¬ 
ogy while in J erusalem. He 
managed to offend even 
allies with a pornographic 
tweet of a Carnival party 


in response to revelers who 
had mocked him. 

What is widely seen as his 
most crucial challenge- 
fixing the country's costly 
pension system — remains 
trapped in Congress with 
other proposals, including 
a highly touted revamp of 
the anti-crime and anti¬ 
corruption systems. 

During 27 years in Con¬ 
gress, Bolsonaro was noted 
for inflammatory speeches 
but presented only two bills 
that became law. 

'This administration is char¬ 
acterized by strong rhetoric 
that is not necessarily sup¬ 
ported by actions in the 
same direction," said Re¬ 
na to Flores, an analyst with 
the Rio-based Fundacao 
Getulio Vargas think-tank. 
Some once-staunch sup¬ 
porters of the president 
now worry about the role 
he gives to his sons Car¬ 
los, Eduardo and Flavio. 
Criticism by Carlos helped 
prompt the resignation of 
Bolsonaro's aide and at¬ 
torney Gustavo Bebianno. 
Eduardo alarmed some 
by tweeting that the presi¬ 
dent would need only "one 
soldier and one corporal" 
to deal with the Supreme 
Court. 

Bolsonaro's Cabinet ap¬ 
pears to be divided into 


four, sometimes fractious 
factions: the military, with 
eight out of 22 ministers; 
evangelical conserva¬ 
tives who control the gov¬ 
ernment's human rights 
agenda; a moderate wing 
overseeing economic and 
justice ministries, and a 
cluster of anti-globalistfans 
of Olavo de Carvalho, a 
far-right Brazilian writerwho 
lives in the United States, 
now dominate foreign rela- 
tionsand education. 

Carlos Melo, a political sci¬ 
ence professor at Insper 
University in Sao Paulo, said 
the divisions put Bolsonaro's 
administration "in paralysis 
from the start." 

'There are too many con¬ 
flicts We can't see a proper 
plan to grow the economy 
and Bolsonaro is losing the 
momentum presidents 
have in the first six months 
Even his pension reform, 
which led many moderates 
to believe him, seems at 
risk of fa iling or being mas¬ 
sively dehydrated by the 
very Congress he doesn't 
talk to," Melo said. "It can 
all change; he hastime. But 
the signs a re not here yet." 
Even lower house Speaker 
Rodrigo Maia, who initially 
had good relations with 
Bolsonaro, hascomplained 
that the far-right leader is 


"playing at being Brazil's 
president." 

"Now it is time forusto stop 
joking around and it is time 
that he sitson hischairthat 
Congress sits here and we 
solve Brazil's problems to¬ 
gether," Maia said last 
month. 

The public also seems rest¬ 
less. The Datafolha polling 
institute reported Sunday 
that Bolsonaro's approval 
rating has slipped to 32% 
the lowest for any elected 
first-term Brazilian president, 
though still far above the 
single-digit approval rating 
his predecessor, Michel Te¬ 
rrier, had atthe end. 
Datafolha interviewed 
2,086 people April 2-3 and 
reported a two- percent¬ 
age point margin of error. 
Business leaders and stock¬ 
brokers initially welcomed 
Bolsonaro's victory, but so 
farthere has been little sign 
ofeconomic improvement. 
Unemployment officially 
is still at 12% a record 4.9 
million Brazilians stopped 
searching for jobs in March 
and an initial stock market 
rally was erased follow¬ 
ing some of the president's 
Twitter-made riftswith allies. 
The government research 
institute recently reduced 
its 2019 economic growth 
expectations from 2.7% to 


2 % 

Bolsonaro, who likes to say 
he is pushing ideology out 
of Brazil's foreign affairs, has 
shifted the country's alli¬ 
ances toward other lead¬ 
ers who share his conser¬ 
vative tendencies, joining 
in regional efforts to isolate 
Venezuela's Madura. 

He has been hosted in 
Trump's White House and 
in Netanyahu's J erusalem, 
but China, Brazil's biggest 
trading partner, has been 
shunned. Agribusiness 
lea dersfearthat approach 
could harm Brazilian ex¬ 
ports to Asia. 

Vice President Hamilton 
Mourao has tried to soften 
that stance, calling China 
a partnerand meeting with 
Chinese diplomats. 

The man once hailed asan 
anti-corruption hero bysup- 
porters is facing suspicions 
of familial wrongdoing. 
Regulatory authorities said 
his son Flavio, who is also a 
senator, received 48 suspi¬ 
cious payments totaling 
about $25,000 in a single 
month from hisformerd river 
Fa brie io Queiroz, who also 
made a payment to first 
lady Michelle Bolsonaro of 
about $5,500. All involved 
deny any wrongdoing. An 
investigation is ongoing. 
None of those difficulties 
have alienated Bolsonaro's 
hardcore supporters, like 
60-year-old hairdresser Ro¬ 
berta Duarte. "Bolsonaro is 
doing what he promised. 
No other president did this 
in more than 50 years. He 
is putting the house in or¬ 
der, fighting crime and vio¬ 
lence," said Duarte, who 
lives in a violent region in 
the south of Sao Paulo. 
'Violence was so strong 
that no one could leave 
at night to watch a movie 
oreata pizza. Slowly things 
are improving." Others, like 
18-year-old journalism stu- 
d ent Luc as Batista, are wo r- 
ried by Bolsonaro's frequent 
nods to Brazil's military dic¬ 
tatorship when his admin¬ 
istration comes under criti- 
c ism. "He is a n a utho rita ria n 
leader who believes he is 
the only one capable of 
solving the country's prob¬ 
lems," Batista said. "I fear 
Bolsonaro and his followers 
want to reintroduce a mili¬ 
tary regime.'□

AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) — No 
need to wait until Sunday 
forthe Masters to come to 
life. 

Brooks Koepka, Bryson De¬ 
Chambeau and Phil Mick- 
elson delivered enough ex¬ 
citement over the final two 
hours Thursday for quite an 
opening act at Augusta 
National. 

Koepka, a winner in two 
of the last three majors, 
ran off four straight birdies 
in the middle of the back 
nine by overpowering a 
soft course. DeChambeau 
came within inches of two 
hole-outsoverthe last three 
holes a she closed with four 
stra ight birdies 
They each had a 6-under 
66, giving them a one-shot 
lead over the 49-year-old 
Mickelson, who provided 
his own brand of entertain¬ 
ment. 

Mic kelson began the back 
nine with shots into the pine 
treesand the water, only to 
follow with four birdies over 
the next five holes, includ¬ 
ing a tee shot on the par- 
3 16th that stopped inches 
from the cup. 

Tiger Woods missed all the 
action. He played earlier in 
the round and plodded his 
way to a 70. It was a solid 
start for Woods in his quest 
to end 11 years without a 
major, and he was atop 
the leaderboard briefly un¬ 
til a late bogey. He sound¬ 
ed satisfied. 


"I've shot this number and 
won four coats, so hope¬ 
fully, I can do itagain,"said 
Woods, who slightly mis¬ 
calculated. The last green 
jacket he won in 2005 be¬ 
gan with a 74. The goal was 
to not fall too far behind 
early. 

Rory Mcllroy's bid for the 
last leg ofthe careerGrand 
Slam began with a 73, 
which featured six bogeys 
"I made five birdies — that 
wasn't the problem," Mc- 
llroy said. "I just made too 
many mistakes, and that 
wasthe problem." 

Even more surprising to Mc- 
llroy was no one from the 
early starters took advan¬ 
tage of soft turf from recent 
rains. 


"It's there for the taking, 
and I'm surprised someone 
hasn't run off,"Mcllroy said. 
And that's rig htaboutwhen 
Koepka and DeChambeau 
took off. 

More impressive than the 
four straight birdies by De¬ 
Chambeau was how he 
made them. After a two- 
putt birdie on the par-5 
15th, histee shot grazed the 
edge ofthe cup in the front 
left portion of the green. 
From the woods, he went 
just over the back of the 
17th green and chipped in 
from 35 feet. He didn't see 
until laterhow good his shot 
was into the 18th because 
he was in light rough short 
of the fairway bunker, un¬ 
able to see the green but 


knowing it was good from 
the roar of the crowd. The 
ba II ra n true to the c up a nd 
smacked into the middle of 
the pin with enough force 
to knock it backward a 
few inches. "I guess I should 
have pulled the flagstick," 
DeChambeau said. 

He is not the only player to 
putt with the flagstick in the 
cup — allowed under the 
new Rules of Golf — just the 
only one to apply science 
to the decision . 

Koepka shot his 66 while 
playing in the last group 
ofthe day, and not seeing 
very good golf alongside 
him. Jordan Spieth had to 
rely on his short game to 
salvage a 75, matching his 
highest score at Augusta. 


Paul Casey, coming off a 
victory three weeks ago in 
Florida, failed to make a 
birdie in hisround of 81.

There's Milwaukee, with Gi¬ 
annis Antetokounmpo in 
position to exit June fully 
atop the NBA with a title 
and an MVP award. 

Or Toronto, humiliated by 
the Cavaliers in the last two 
years but armed now with 
a former NBA Finals MVP in 
Kawhi Leonard. 

It could be Philadelphia, 
with Joel Embiid and Ben 
Simmons anchoring per¬ 
haps the most talented 
starting five outside of the 
Bay Area. 

And don't forget Boston, 
the presumptive East fa¬ 
vorite in the preseason that 
can still live up to expecta¬ 
tions. 

The best playerisgone, but 
maybe thingswill be better. 
"I think the parity and the 


competition in the East, 
and not knowing and ev¬ 
eryone having a sincere 
chance maybe in the East 
that did not, when not you 
look between Toronto, 
Boston, Philadelphia," TNT 
analyst Chris Webber said. 
"All of those story lines, new 
young stars that's coming 
in." 

The long road to get to 
the finals begins Saturday 
with four games, including 
the top-seeded Warriors 
against the Los Angeles 
Clippers in the West. No. 
2 Denver faces No. 7 San 
Antonio in the other West 
opener, while No. 3 Phila¬ 


delphia meets No. 6 Brook¬ 
lyn, and No. 2Toronto takes 
on No. 7 Orlando in the 
East. 

On Sunday, the overall No. 
1 seed Bucks face No. 8 
Detroit, and No. 4 Boston 
hosts No. 5 Indiana in the 
East. In the West, No. 3 Port¬ 
land and No. 6 Oklahoma 
City meet in a matchup 
of Northwest Division rivals, 
and No. 4 Houston and No. 
5 Utah square off in the 
openerofa seriesbetween 
two of the strongest teams 
in the second half of the 
season. 

It's the start of postsea¬ 
son that looks different far 


beyond just the absence 
of J ames for the first time 
since 2005. 

It includes Denver, in the 
playoffs for the first time 
since 2013. Brooklyn is a 
playoff team for the first 
time since 2015 and Orlan¬ 
do is back for the first time 
since 2012. 

The Warriors, of course, 
haven't just been going 
to the postseason every 
year, but getting all the 
way to the finals once 
they do. They've done that 
four straight years, winning 
three of them, and with a 
strong finish after some oc¬ 
casional lapses surged to 


the best record in the West. 
Still, this playoff path could 
provide them plenty of ob¬ 
stacles. The Warriors may 
need to get by scoring 
champion James Harden 
and the Rockets, who took 
them to a seventh game 
last year in the conference 
finals, just to get back to 
that round this time. 

"It doesn't matter who you 
play in the playoffs, you're 
going to get tested. Every- 
body'sgood,"Golden State 
coach Steve Kerr said. 

Get out of the West, and 
the Warriors may have to 
then get on a plane. They 
had home-court advan¬ 
tage in allfourfinalsagainst 
Cleveland, but Milwaukee 
and Toronto both finished 
with better records and 
would host Games 1 and 2 
if they win the East. 

And there could be the dis¬ 
tractions a bout their future, 
with Kevin Durant and Klay 
Thompson able to become 
free a gents this summer. 

The Warriors wouldn't be 
alone when dealing with 
that. Toronto (Leonard), 
Philadelphia (Jimmy But¬ 
ler and Tobias Harris) and 
Boston (Kyrie Irving) all will 
be trying to win a title with 
players who could then 
leave them. 

But those are issuesforj uly. 
First, it's all about just get¬ 
ting to J une. 

"It's a great feeling," Bucks 
All-Star Khris Middleton 
said. "Playoffs don't always 
come around. I've been a 
part of that couple years 
butit'sbeen a greatseason 
so far. I know guys been 
itching to get to this first

NEW YORK (AP) — If you 

signed up to stream live TV 
in hopes of saving money 
over traditional cable, you 
may be in for a rude sur¬ 
prise. 

Live online-TV providers 
like YouTube TV, DirecTV 
Now and Hulu with Live 
TV lured users with digital 
"skinny bundles" that were 
cheaperthan cable. Now, 
many are raising prices 
The latest is Google's You¬ 
Tube "IV, which is increas¬ 
ing its monthly fee to $50. 
It launched at $35 and has 
raised prices as it added 
more channels. 

The first of this crop of TV 
services was Dish Networks' 
Sling TV in 2015. Its most at¬ 
tractive feature was price, 
since it offered a handful 
of popular, live TV chan¬ 
nels for $20 a month. A 
string of other companies 
announced similar services 
in the years that followed, 
many priced from $30-$40 
a month. YouTube TV, Hulu 
Live, AT&amp;Ts DirecTV 
Now and others were far 
cheaperthan a traditional 
cable bundle, which costs 
about $100. 

Cable executives derided 
the online TV packages as 
unrealistically cheap, but 
they have grown in popu¬ 
larity a sc ord-cutting picked 


up. They have racked up 
more than 7 million users, 
according to MoffettNa- 
thanson Research, helping 
offset the declines in tradi¬ 
tional TV customers for en¬ 
tertainment companies like 
Disney, Comcast's NBCUni- 
versaland Viacom. 

But that bump may be pe¬ 
tering out. DirecTV Now lost 
customers for the first time 
in the fourth quarter after 


AT&amp;Tcanned big dis¬ 
counts. MoffettNathanson 
noted that growth slowed 
for the online-TV providers 
overall. 

Price increases starting last 
year — just like you get 
with your cable package 
— may be to blame. This 
year has brought another 
round of price hikes, often 
as the bundles fatten up 
and more closely resemble 


traditional TV packages 
That could tum still more 
people off, particularly as 
subscriber fatigue sets in 
with a slew of new stream¬ 
ing services coming from 
Disney, AT&amp;T, Com¬ 
cast and others. 

But the problem for the TV 
services is that program¬ 
ming costs go up every 
year, so they're passing 
those on. "Atthe end ofthe 


day, they have no choice 
but to keep raising prices," 
said MoffettNathanson's 
Craig Moffett. If that means 
a steep drop-off in de¬ 
mand from users, the enter¬ 
tainment companies could 
eventually feel the bite. 
AT&amp;T, intent on profit¬ 
ability, announced a $10 
price increase for DirecTV 
Now in March; it's now $50 
a month for the cheapest 
tier, even after it dropped 
some popular networks 
that it didn't own. (Some of 
them, including MTV, BET 
and Comedy Central, re¬ 
turned a few weeks later 
after AT&amp;T resolved 
a dispute with Viacom.) It 
also raised prices in 2018. 
Hulu raised the price for its 
live-TV service in February, 
by $5, to $45. Sony's Play¬ 
Station Vue raised prices by 
$5 last year. 

"Pretty much all of them 
have come to market 
from day one saying we're 
cheap cheap cheap,"said 
Frost&amp; Sullivan analyst 
Dan Raybum. "It'sno longer 
that much cheaper than 
cable." 

Dish has been more of a 
holdout. Last year, it raised 
the price ofSIing'scheapest 
package by $5to $25, leav¬ 
ing its fatter bundle alone 
at $40. It's also currently of¬ 
fering a big promotion.Q

A more detailed break¬ 
down used in the revised 
settlement drove up the 
estimated cost. The money 
will be paid by Yahoo'scur- 
rent owner, Verizon, and 
Altaba, a holdover from 
Yahoo's past that still owns 
a stake in Chinese internet 
company Alibaba Group 
worth billions of dollars. 

If approved, the settlement 
will become part of the fi¬ 
nancial fallout from digital 
burglaries that stole person¬ 
al information from about 
3 billion Yahoo accounts in 
2013 and 2014 — believed 


to be the biggest data 
breach ever. 

And now the $117.5 million 
settlement could become 
largest amount ever doled 
out for a data breach, a 
recurring problem in an in¬ 
creasingly digitally driven 
world. It eclipses a $115 mil¬ 
lion settlement that Koh ap¬ 
proved last year to cover 
79 million people who had 
personal information stolen 
in a 2015 breach at health 
insurerAnthem Inc. 

Yahoo didn't begin to dis- 
c lose the extent of its sec u- 
rity breakdown until 2016 
amid an FBI investigation 
that eventually linked some 
of the hacking to Russia . 
The revelations brought a 


mortifying end to the reign 
of Yahoo CEO Marissa 
Mayer, eventually prompt¬ 
ing the companyto reduce 
itsselling price to Verizon by 
$350 million.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

head of the 189-nation In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
said Thursday the world is 
facing a time of high un¬ 
certainty with 70% of the 
global economy caught 
in a growth slowdown that 
could be worsened by self- 
inflicted wounds such as 
unnecessary trade battles. 
IMF Managing Director 
Christine Lagarde said 
that while her agency is 
forecasting a rebound in 
growth next yearthatfore¬ 
cast is "precariousand sub¬ 
ject to downside risks" with 
rising trade tensions a top 
threat. 

Trade flows have been 
shaken by the Trump ad¬ 
ministration's efforts to 
force China to stop stealing 
technology and coercing 
foreign companiesto hand 
overtrade secrets 
The trade war between the 
United States and China, 
the world's two biggest 
economies, has disrupted 
supply chains and shaken 
business confidence and 
contributed to a deteriora¬ 
tion in the global outlook. 
That slowdown in global 
prospects and what to do 


about it was expected to 
be the key agenda item 
when global finance of¬ 
ficials hold meetings over 
the next three days in 
Washington. 

U.S. Treasury Secretary Ste¬ 
ven Mnuchin and Federal 
Reserve Chairman Jerome 
Powell will represent the 
United States at those dis¬ 


cussions revolving around 
the spring meetings of the 
IMF and its sister lending in¬ 
stitution, the World Bank. 
Speaking at an opening 
news conference, Lagarde 
said when officials were 
gathering a year ago for 
the spring finance meet¬ 
ings, 75% of the global 
economy was enjoying 


a synchronized upswing. 
Now, she said, 70% of the 
global economy is endur¬ 
ing slowergrowth. 

While she said the IMF is 
forecasting a rebound to 
stronger growth next year, 
numerous risks could de¬ 
rail that forecast. She said 
those include unresolved 
trade tensions, high debt 


burdens for individual 
countries and corporations 
and political missteps such 
as a botched exit by Britain 
from the European Union. 
'We are at a delicate mo¬ 
ment," Lagarde said. 

The IMF, citing heightened 
trade tensions, this week 
downgraded its forecast 
for growth this year in the 
United States, Europe, Ja¬ 
pan and the world overall. 
The fund's economists ex¬ 
pect global growth to de¬ 
celerate from 3.6% la st year 
to 3.3% in 2019 -- tied with 
2016asthe weakest perfor¬ 
mance since the recession 
year 2009. 

Growth in word trade is 
expected to expand just 
3.4% — a sharp slowdown 
from the 4% trade growth 
the IMF had expected in its 
previous forecast in Janu¬ 
ary and down from actual 
growth of 3.8% in trade last 
year. 

At a separate newsconfer- 
ence Thursday, David Mal- 
pass, the new president of 
the World Bank, said that 
the current slowdown in 
global growth is jeopardiz¬ 
ing the fight against ex¬ 
treme poverty, especially 
in sub-Saharan Africa.□

The modest slide gave 
back some of the ground 
the market won a day 
earlier, after minutes from 
the latest Federal Reserve 
meeting showed that the 


majority of officials want 
to keep interest rates un¬ 
changed in 2019. Investors 
want the central bank to 
take a more laid-back ap¬ 
proach to avoid triggering 
a market slump. 

Corporate eamingsare the 
next key catalyst for inves¬ 
tors. Major banks, including 
Wells Fargo and J PMorgan 
Chase, will report their first- 
quarter results on Friday. 
Delta led a rally in airline 
stocks Wednesday after re¬ 
porting solids results. 
Investors are also keeping 
a close eye on internation¬ 
al developments, includ¬ 
ing the European Union's 
deadline extension for Brit¬ 
ain's departure. Britain now 
has until October 31 to de¬ 
velop a plan for its exit from 
the bloc.

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How big should a clam get? 
Maine eyes new harvest rules

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 

The nation's clam haul is 
steadily dwindling, and a 
push to try to save it in the 
state with the largest indus¬ 
try is dividing harvesters, 
conservationists and scien¬ 
tists who question whether 
proposed new measures 
will help. 

Maine is the country's lead¬ 
ing producer of soft-shell 
clams, which are steamed 
or used to make New Eng¬ 
land staples such as fried 
clams and clam chowder. 
The harvest has fallen in 
recent years to the point 
where the nationwide haul 
for 2017 and '18 was the 
lowest for a ny two-yea r pe¬ 
riod in more than 60 years. 
In Maine, the shellfish busi¬ 
ness isc ha llenged bygrow¬ 
ing populations of preda¬ 
tors that eat clams and a 
declining number of dam¬ 
me rs. 

"The Maine Legislature is 
set to consider a bill that 
would allow municipali¬ 
ties to establish their own 
minimum and maximum 
size limits for shellfish. Pro¬ 
ponents, including pre¬ 
senting Democratic Rep. 
Joyce McCreight, said the 
change would allow towns 
to set stricter parameters 
than the state's minimum of 
2 inches. 

The new limits would al¬ 
low towns to protect larger 
clams, which have the abil¬ 


ity to reproduce more as 
they get older and bigger, 
McCreig htsaid. 

'They can leave clams in 
the ground. Possibly, that 
would produce more seed 
and allow the clams to re¬ 
produce," she said, adding 
that increasing the harvest 
is "definitely the goal." 
McCreight's proposal is up 
for a public hearing Tues¬ 
day that clammers said 
would be well attended 
— but the harvesters aren't 
necessarily all on the same 
page about it. 

Wendell Cressey, a clam¬ 
mier who lives in Harpswell 
and digsclamsin Harpswell 
and Arrowsic, said the cur¬ 
rent statewide minimum 
standard of 2 inches is ad¬ 
equate. 

"By leaving a clam until its 


2 inches, it has a chance 
to seed out more clams, 
which makes a future," he 
said. 

But Chad Coffin, a Freeport 
clammer who is president 
of the Maine Clammers As¬ 
sociation, said it's a better 
idea to lower the minimum 
size to 1 1/2 inches. Pro¬ 
tecting the largest clams 
makes sense, he said. But 
when a clammer discards 
a clam that is too small to 
be legally harvested, it runs 
the risk of being eaten by a 
predator before it reaches 
ma rket size, Coffin said. 

Both clammers agreed the 
state's harvest is in rough 
shape. 

'The biggest thing to un¬ 
derstand is, overall, clam 
landings are terrible," Cof¬ 
fin sa id .□

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Sci¬ 
entists are using fake eggs 
to spy on whooping cranes 
in hopes of learning why 
some chicksdie in the egg, 
while others hatch. 

Data gathered by the spy 
eggs could help biologists 
in Louisiana and Canada 
preserve the endangered 
long-legged birds, which 
have made a tenuous re¬ 
bound after dwindling al¬ 
most to extinction in the 
1940s. 

"It's a fascinating way of 
spying on endangered 


species' reproduction in a 
way that allows us to assist 
in the recovery," said Dr. 
Axel Moehrenschlager, the 
Calgary Tbo's director of 
conservation and science, 
"fhe Calgary Too lent eight 
of the spy eggs, more 
properly known as "data 
loggers," to Louisiana re¬ 
searchers. 

The Louisiana wildlife biolo¬ 
gists swap the egg-shaped 
data loggers, which Moeh¬ 
renschlager said are en¬ 
cased in a plastic polymer, 
for one of the two eggs 
that many cranes lay. "Fhe 
real eggs come to Audu¬ 


bon Nature Institute's Spe¬ 
cies Survival Center in New 
Orleans, where they're in¬ 
cubated until they're nearly 
ready to hatch ... ornot. 
"Fhen the biologists in Loui¬ 
siana swap the real eggs 
back into the nests. 

"Fhe electronic data log¬ 
gers use infrared connec¬ 
tions to transfer information 
to nearby computers. It's 
sent for analysis to scien¬ 
tists in Calgary, where the 
only remaining wild natural 
flock of whooping cranes is 
based. 

Whoopers are the tallest 
birds and rarest cranes in 
North America. "They stand 
about 5 feet (1.5 meters) 
tall, with black-tipped 
wings that span nearly 7 
feet (2.1 meters). 
Overhunting and habitat 
loss cut their numbers to 21 
in the 1940s, but with some 
help from humansthe num¬ 
ber had risen to about 850 
at the end of 2018. 
Louisiana is home to 74 


whooping cranes in the 
wild. 

"We've got some pairs that 
haven't been successful, 
and we want to see if we 
could see what might be 
going on with them," said 
Sara Zimorski, a biologist 
with the Louisiana Depart¬ 
ment of Wildlife and Fisher¬ 
ies. 

"In the bigger picture, we 
don't know a lot a bout wild 
nest incubation," she said. 
"The new information may 
help improve provisions for 
captive pairs and settings 
for incubators. 

Richard Dunn, curator at 
the Species Survival Cen¬ 
ter, says he hopesto leam if 
he needsto tweak incuba¬ 
tor settings to more closely 
mimic Louisiana's climate, 
which ishotterand damper 
than the northern settings 
where previous studies 
were done. 

A researcher who's not af¬ 
filiated with the Louisiana 
effort said those are entirely 


reasonable aims. Scott A. 
Shaffer, a San Jose State 
University professor, has 
been working with data 
logger eggs since 2010 to 
study a variety of birds in a 
number of places He said 
the tiny, low-power sensors 
that reorient tablet and 
smartphone displaysasthe 
devices are moved have 
helped drive technology 
that checks for egg turn¬ 
ing, allowing second-by- 
second studiesof eggs 
"The whooping crane data 
logger eggs record tem¬ 
perature, humidity and 
position once a minute. 
"They can also detectwhen 
eggs are turned — an im¬ 
portant part of keeping 
developing birds healthy. 
"They were developed by a 
tea m of C a na d ia n a nd U.S. 
scientists who compared 
nests of captive whooping 
cranes and sandhill cranes 
at the Calgary Tdo's Devo¬ 
nian Wildlife Conservation 
Centre to incubators, hop¬ 
ing to improve the hatch¬ 
ing rate of incubated eggs 
"Their study, published in 
2012, helped people raising 
the cranes in Canada and 
the U.S. to adjust incubator 
temperature and humidity 
settings, Moehrenschlager 
said. 

"The Species Survival Cen¬ 
ter on New Orleans' west 
bank houses 36 of the 163 
whooping cranes currently 
living in captivity, including 
10 destined fora new facil¬ 
ity under construction by 
the DallasZDo . None of the 
birds at Audubon has yet 
begun nesting, Dunn said. 
Zimorski and fellow Louisi¬ 
ana wildlife biologist Phillip 
Vasseurputa few data log- 
gersout lastyearto be sure 
the birds would tolerate 
the intrusion of eggs being 
swapped in and out. 
Zimorski said the birds de¬ 
cide much of the wild de¬ 
ployment, since many this 
year are nesting in inac¬ 
cessible swamps where bi¬ 
ologists keep tabs on them 
through airplane flyovers. 
Both Zimorski and Dunn 
said there's nowhere near 
enough data yet for any 
conclusions 'We need a 
couple more years so we 
can get additional pairs 
and some years of repeat 
data," Zimorski saidO

BERUN (AP) — A Berlin mu¬ 
seum is opening an exhi¬ 
bition based on years of 
research into expression¬ 
ist painter Emil Nolde that 
chips away at the rem¬ 
nants of his image as a vic¬ 
tim of the Nazi regime. 
Nolde, who died in 1956, 
was among the prominent 
artists whose work was con¬ 
demned as "degenerate 
art" under Nazi rule. But he 
wasalso a Nazi party mem¬ 
ber and, as the exhibition 
presented Thursday at the 
Hamburger Bahnhof mu¬ 
seum shows, an anti-Semite 
and believer in Nazi ideol¬ 
ogy who held out hopesof 
winning the regime's rec¬ 
ognition even after he was 
banned in 1941 from exhib¬ 
iting, selling and publishing. 
The show also exploresNol- 
de'selevation asan artistic 
pioneer and Nazi victim 
afterWorld War II. It closes 
with "Breakers," which hung 
for years in Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel's office until 
Merkel recently returned it 
to Berlin's museum author¬ 
ity forthe exhibition. 
"Ourview of Nolde will have 
to change, and our think¬ 
ing about this artistic figure 


will have to be a different 
one," museum directorlldo 
Kittelmann told reporters. 
"It is only now obvious how 
systematically he ingrati¬ 
ated himself with Nazism 
and particularly its anti- 
Semitism." 

The exhibition is the result 
of a research project that 
started in 2013. Historians 


and curators Aya Soika 
and Bernhard Fulda were 
granted unrestricted ac¬ 
cess to arc hives containing 
more than 25,000 docu¬ 
ments at the Nolde Foun¬ 
dation in Seebuell, nearthe 
Danish border, where the 
a rtist lived. 

The exhibition includesdoc- 
uments from throughout 


Nolde's career, including 
anti-Semitic letters from the 
a rtist da ting back to before 
World War I. It explores his 
conviction that he was a 
misunderstood artistic ge¬ 
nius and his claim that he 
was boycotted by a sup¬ 
posedly J ewish-dominated 
art scene. 

Nolde was Heinrich Him¬ 


mler's guest of honor at an 
event in 1933, months af¬ 
ter Adolf Hitler took power, 
and positioned himself as 
a pioneer of pure "Ger¬ 
man" art in a 1934 memoir. 
In 1935, Essen's Museum 
Folkwang acquired more 
than 450 graphic works by 
Nolde. 

In 1937, however, 48 Nolde 
workswere taken from Ger¬ 
man museum collectionsto 
become part of the Nazis' 
traveling "degenerate art" 
exhibition. Nolde wrote to 
propaganda minister Jo¬ 
seph Goebbels asking him 
to end the "defamation"of 
his work and trumpeting his 
'fight against the foreign 
infiltration of German art." 
He did succeed in getting 
some works returned, and 
meanwhile produced a 
series of "Viking Paintings" 
more in tune with the tastes 
of the time. 

Nolde, whose Nazi party 
membership haslong been 
known, was exonerated in 
the post-wardenazification 
process, largely because of 
his ban from exhibiting. His 
work later found a place 
in the offices of Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt and, more 
recently, Merkel.Q

The traditions of folk and 
bluegrass style may seem 
all but dead — gone are 
the daysof murderballads, 
tunes written on horseback 
and songs yearning for life 
out west. Gone are those 
days, unless you are folk- 
roc k d uo Shovels & Rope. 
"By Blood" is a 10-track al¬ 
bum that stays true to the 
heritage of folk and blue- 
grass music in theme and 
style, while adding Shovels 
Si Rope's own spin and a 
rockabilly edge. 

The duo of Cary Ann Hearst 
and MichaelTrentdisplaya 
tightnesson the album that 
transcends typical band- 
mate cohesion. Married 
fora decade, the two are 
perfectly in step on every 
track, filling the space be¬ 


tween one another with 
Trent's gravelly voice and 
Heart's coarse, yet salient 
vocals. 

On the bluegrass and folk 
songwriting side, there's 
"Pretty Polly," "Hammer," 
"Mississippi Nuthin'" and 
"C'mon Utah!" All adhere to 
the story-telling style of the 
genre. 

'C'mon Utah!" is a battle cry 
on horseback during a jour¬ 
ney out west. "Pretty Polly" 
tells the tale of a woman he 
couldn'tletgo and couldn't 
let stay, so he "buried pret¬ 
ty Polly in a poor pathetic 
grave." 

"Mississippi Nuthin'"isa clev¬ 
erly honest ballad about 
a narrator down on luck, 
reminding a friend of what 
they've been through to¬ 
gether. "Maybe I'm just the 
blue-collar version of you," 
the duo sings, "but I've got 
a plan that's gonna turn it 


all around." 

"Hammer" is a stomping, 
fiddle-infused labor song, 


respecting the convention 
of country to honor hard 
work and perseverance. 


'They shut my wateroff/ I've 
got a nasty cough/ But I'm 
out here every day with my 
hammer." With harmonica 
solos,thundering drumsand 
energetic riffs, "By Blood" 
is an upbeat record that 
still makes time for somber 
moments. The songwriting 
on 'Good Old Days" and 
'Carry Me Home" is honest 
and raw, from the former's 
self-loathing ("I hate myself 
a little more each day") 
to the latter's admission of 
desperation ("I'm no good 
when I'm alone/ I'm burned 
down to the bone"). 

While not everyone can re¬ 
late to riding horseback to 
Colorado, there a re themes 
of struggle, desperation 
and determination on the 
album that are universal. 
Times may be changing, 
but Shovels & Rope prove 
that folk themes still have a 
place.Q

IDS ANGELES (AP) — Fans 
poured into the Staples 
Center on Thursday to pay 
tribute to Nipsey Hussle, the 
rapperand communityac- 
tivist sla in la st mo nth in fro nt 
of a store that he tried to 
use to empower his South 
Central neighborhood. 
Most who filed in for the 
public memorial were 
young adults but ages 
ranged from small children 
to the elderly. 

'We're not just here to get 
off work, we're not just 
here to take seIfies outside 
Staples, we can do that 
anytime,"said Wutup Levy, 
27, of Long Beach, Cali¬ 
fornia, as he looked fora 
friend who had a ticket for 
him. 'We're here fora great 
man. We're all here for big 
Nip. It wasn't his time." 

The Nipsey Hussle's Cel¬ 
ebration of Life ceremony 
wassetto begin at 10 a.m. 
PDT, but was delayed. 
Around the time it was 
to start, about half of the 
Staples Center was full and 
fa ns we re still waiting to get 
inside. 

Daren B. Harris waited 
outside the arena before 
the doors opened with his 
grandmother and other 
family members, who wore 
black T-shirts with Hussle's 
face on them. Harris said he 
grew up listening the rap¬ 
per's music and followed 


his journey to improve his 
community. 

'This is a once in a lifetime 
thing," said Harris, 23, who 
lives in South Los Angeles. 
"Everything that happened 
is so impromptu. We are all 
taking it in all at once. He 
wasa treasure." 

Harris' grandmother, Reba 
Johnson, said she couldn't 
miss the occasion to cel¬ 
ebrate Hussle's life. 

"He wasbiggerthan his mu¬ 
sic " she sa id. 

More than 20,000 people 
are expected to attend 


the service, with thousands 
more paying their respects 
to the late rapperduring a 
25-mile procession through 
the city. 

Books with an image of 
Hussle on the cover were 
handed out to service at¬ 
tendees. The book of near¬ 
ly 100 pages contained 
numerous photos of Hussle 
with his fiancee Lauren 
London, his children, and 
friends like Russell West¬ 
brook and Snoop Dogg. 
It also had heartfelt mes¬ 
sages from Rick Ross, The 


Game and LeBron J ames 
"I've never cried myself to 
sleep over any public fig¬ 
ure before, but Nipsey's 
presence meant so much 
for our community," actress 
Issa Rae said in her mes¬ 
sage inside the book. 

No details were released 
about dignitaries and ce¬ 
lebrities who will attend, 
perform or speak at the 
memorial. The event will be 
livestreamed on BET and 
BETNews' Facebook page. 
The hearse carrying Hussle's 
coffin from the Staples Cen¬ 


ter will then travel past the 
property where Hussle had 
planned to turn an aging 
strip mall into new business¬ 
es and affordable homes 
Finally, it will arrive at a fu¬ 
neral home in the city's 
hard-scrabble Crenshaw 
district, where the rapper 
was bom on Aug. 15,1985. 
Hussle was shot to death 
March 31 while standing 
outside The Marathon, his 
South Los Angeles clothing 
store, not far from where 
the rapper grew up. The 
store will be one of the 
places where Hussle's cas¬ 
ket passes during the pro¬ 
cession through South Los 
Angeles 

Eric R. Holder Jr., who has 
been charged with killing 
Hussle, has pleaded not 
guilty. Police have said 
Holder and Hussle had sev¬ 
eral interactions the day of 
the shooting and have de¬ 
scribed itasbeing the result 
of a personal dispute. 

The 33-year-old Grammy- 
nominated rapper, whose 
real name was Ermias As- 
ghedom, was an Eritrean- 
American father of two 
who was engaged to ac¬ 
tress Lauren London. He 
was a beloved figure for 
his philanthropic work that 
went well beyond the usu¬ 
al celebrity "giving back" 
ethos. Following his death, 
political and community 
leaders were as quick and 
effusive in theirpraise as his 
fellow hip-hop artistsO 


The Bghth Sster 1 is a gripping thriller

'The Eighth Sister" by Robert 
Dugoni (Thomas and Mer¬ 
cer). 

Charles J enkins has left his 
time in the CIA far behind 
and now lives with his fa m- 
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ily on a farm on a remote 
island in Washington state. 
His wife is expecting their 
second child, and he runs 
a security consulting busi¬ 
ness to pay the bills. When 
financial issues force him to 
contemplate how to pay 
his employees while at the 
same time keeping his wife 
as stress-free as possible 
due to pregnancy compli¬ 
cations, Jenkins receives 
an offer he should refuse. 
His former boss arrives at 
the farm and asks him to 
travel undercover to Mos¬ 
cow to find a Russian oper¬ 
ative targeting a gents from 
the United Statesthat were 
part of an operation known 


as the "Seven Sisters." The 
hope is that when Jenkins 
arrives in Russia and starts 
to askquestions, the elusive 
agent known as the Eighth 
Sister will make her pres¬ 
ence known. Jenkins des¬ 
perately needs the money, 
so he reluctantly agrees to 
the mission. 

The initial routine assign¬ 
ment soon turns deadly 
when Jenkins stumbles 
upon a buried secret, and 
with that comes the wrath 
of a Russian intelligence 
officer. He wants Jenkins 
eliminated, and like J avert 
in "Les Miserables," will not 
give up under any circum¬ 
stances. Now it becomes a 


race as J enkins tries to es¬ 
cape foreign territory while 
the climate favorsan angry 
Russian official who wants 
his brand of justice. 

Robert Dugoni has crafted 
a thriller with 'The Eighth 
Sister" that echoes the best 
of classic Russian literature 
with a hint of J ohn LeCame 
added to the mix. When 
the storyline veers into pre¬ 
dictability, the narrative 
takesa drastic turn and be¬ 
comes a legal drama that 
will remind readers of Scott 
Turow's best. This novel is 
destined to be a classic in 
the genre, and Dugoni isar- 
guably one of the best writ¬ 
ers in the field right nowQ

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Bathe naked with strange is? Welcome to a J apanese bathhouse

TOKYO (AP) — Japan is 
proud of its bathing tradi¬ 
tions. For ma ny Westerners, 
though, the fact that these 
traditions involve being na¬ 
ked with strangers is awk¬ 
ward at best, even though 
men and women bathe 
separately. 

On my first trip I tried to wrig- 
gle out of a friend's offer to 
take me to an onsen, orhot 
springs resort. I suggested a 
different town that had an 
attraction I wanted to see, 
and thought I was off the 
hook. 

I should have done my re¬ 
search better: That town 
wasfamousfor its onsen as 
well. 

It turned out for the best, 
though, because I've be¬ 
come a fan. Nothing is 
more relaxing after a tiring 
day of sightseeing than a 
long soak, and you can re¬ 
assure yourself that you're 
experiencing authentic 
culture at the same time. 
Two terms are basic when 
talking about Japanese 
baths: onsen and sento. 
An onsen has natural hot 
spring water. A sento, usu¬ 
ally translated as public 
bath, typically uses regular 
water, traditionally heated 
by burning wood. Tall chim¬ 
neys for the smoke are one 
visual symbol of the city 
sento. 

"the distinction is noted be¬ 
cause various spring waters 
are supposed to have dif¬ 
ferent health benefits. On¬ 
sen are commonly found 
at hotels and resorts out¬ 
side the city, but there are 
about 45 sento in Tokyo, 
for example, that do have 


natural spring water. 

For the outsider, though, 
the facilities will look much 
the same and more impor¬ 
tant, so are the traditions 
and etiquette. 

Stephanie Crohin is au¬ 
thor of a book in J apa¬ 
nese about sento. For the 
past three years, she has 
been the official volunteer 
ambassador for the To¬ 
kyo Sento Association. She 
has visited over 700 sento 
acrossj apan and herbook 
and Instagram feed reveal 
the beauty of their interiors, 
where photography is usu¬ 
ally prohibited, including 
many traditional painted 
murals and immaculate 
tile work. 

She reassures first-timers 
that with everyone else 


acting like it's normal, you 
will quickly get comfort¬ 
able. "Forsome people it is 
a big challenge to be na¬ 
ked in front of others, but 
gendersare separate, and 
everybody just doesn't look 
and doesn'tcare,"she says 
"It is the ideal place to for¬ 
get about complexes!" 
Although you won't have 
much trouble finding a 
sento in a city like Tokyo, 
their numbers are in fact 
declining. Last year, she 
says, 40 sento closed in To¬ 
kyo. Fifty years ago, there 
were around 2,700 sento 
in the city, but now there 
are around 560, with 2,500 
across the country. 

One reason sento are clos¬ 
ing is that many of their 
customers are elderly. Now 
that every home has its 
own bath, younger people 
often never cultivated the 
habit. Some sento are try¬ 
ing new strategies to at¬ 
tract customers, including 
presenting exhibits and 
events such as concerts 
and developing English in¬ 
fo rmation to attract tourists 
Another innovation: "super 
sento," more like day spas 
with additional facilities 
and entertainment. One 
in Tokyo, Oedo Onsen Mo- 
nogatari, is basically a hot 
bath theme park with a re¬ 
created Edo period town- 
scape.

These may be an easy way 
in for the first-timer, but if 
you want to experience 
authentic local culture, 
make sure you try a sento 
too. J ust follow the rules so 
you'll fit in. At a typical bath 
he re's the routine: 

—Leave your shoes in an 
outside locker. 

—Pay the fee. If you 
haven't brought your own 
soap and shampoo, you 
can buy small bottles and 
rent towels. You'll be giv¬ 
en one large towel and a 
small one. 

—Go through the entrance 
foryourgender. (You might 
want to memorize the 
characters for "man" and 
"woman"in advance.) 

—In the changing room, 
undress and put your 


clothes in a locker. This part 
should feel familiar to any¬ 
one who's been to a gym. 
—Leave the big towel in 
the locker but take the 
small one with you. Use it for 
washing and/orto dry your¬ 
self a bit after your bath 
so you don't drip onto the 
changing room floor. 

—The bathroom has indi¬ 
vidual washing stations. The 
station mayalready have a 
stool, or you can take one 
and a wash basin from a 
stack. The basin is the tra¬ 
ditional way to wash and 
rinse yourself, but now there 
are also hand sprayers. 
—Wash thoroughly. The 
bath isjustforsoaking; since 
the water there is shared, 
you're expected to be 
clean first. Be careful not to 
splash yourneighbors. 

—Tie up long hair. You don't 
want it to dangle into the 
shared bath. 

Now you're ready to soak! 
At this point you'll still be 
carrying your small towel, 
which brings up another 
rule: never put your towel 
into the bath. If you've seen 
Japanese bathing on TV, 
people will usually be cov¬ 
ered with towels, but that 
is only for filming. The most 
traditional thing to do with 
the small towel is fold it and 
rest it on your head while 
you're bathing. 

Finally, sento and onsen 
have traditionally prohib¬ 
ited tattoos, which are as¬ 
sociated with organized 
crime. These restrictions a re 
loosening. Sento are usu¬ 
ally fine with them, but su- 
persento and onsen resorts 
may not be, so check in 
advanceO
